Mayor Taylor opened the 
session with a short resume of the 
work already done in connection with 
this road saying that the member 
for this constituency, Mr. Halmrast, 
has worked continually on this project 
and had been given to understand that 
it would be done this year and had so 
made the announcement last fall. Clar 
ification of the Minister of Highways 
position was made when it was ex- 
plained that he had made the commit- 
ment on the condition that the road- 
bed was in the proper condition. An 
engineer was sent down to examine 
this road and the report he made was 
to the effect that there was too much 
moisture in the roadbed for it to be 
hardsurfaced, as this moisture would 
only come up later and cause the road 
to deteriorate.

Using books to represent the dif- 
ferent sections of a road Mr. Taylor 
gave a very graphic and detailed com- 
mentary on the construction of a road 
In the past inferior roads were built 
the result being that they did not 
stand up. According to statisticians 
the number of cars expected in 1970 
was reached in 1950 thus increasing 
the load on the roadbed many times 
what some of them had been construct 
ed to withstand. According to Mr. Tay- 
lor more research is needed contin- 
ually to keep the roadbeds at an in- 
creasingly high standard. 

As outlined by Mr. Taylor here is 
a brief explanation of road construe- 
tion: First a sub-grade is constructed 
by compacting clay soils with a cert- 
ain moisture content to a definite de- 
gree of compaction, This seals the 
clay so that it is almost impossible for 
all the moisture to escape and equally 
impossible for any more to enter. If 
too much moisture is imprigoned in the 
sub-grade, as is the case at hand, 
hardsurfacing can’t be done until this 
fault is corrected. The sub-grade on 
our road cost $8,000 per mile and the 
contract was let according to defin- 
ite specifications but somehow some 
black soil, which is very bad in a 
roadbed was used, probably to hurry 
completion. The road was built during 
a very wet season and all things com- 
bined to reduce the standard of the 
road, 

To get back to the road constr.ction 
After a suitable sub-grade has been 
laid a course base is put on, This is 
the part of the road that engineers 
try to make take all or most, of the 
pressure of travel. It consists of up to 
14 inches of gravel and other suitable 
filler material, This costs the taxpay- 
er from 40 to 60 thousand dollars a 
mile. After the base course has had 
a year to develope any faults and to 
settle a surface course is put on. This 
is the begining of hardsurfacing and 
consists of a gravel asphalt mix that 
is nice and smooth and dustfree and 
only cost 10 to 15 thousand dollars a 
mile. After another year has passed a 
seal or wearing coat is applied to fin 
ish off the road, This is so smooth 
that crushed rock ig rolled into the 
top to give traction. The cost is only 
2 to 7 thousand dollars a mile. Alto- 
gether a hardsurfacing road costs the 
taxpayer from 75 to 90 thousand dol- 
lars per mile so Mr, Taylors caution 
can be appreciated. 

An interesting sidelight on road con- 
struction is that in some parts of the 
States bumps are engineered into the 
roads. Mr. Taylor said that his depart 
ment gets the occasional complaint 
that some of the roads in this pro- 
vince are too smooth — oh happy day! 

After Mr, Taylor's explaination of 
104d building with the whys and where 
fores explained those present could 
see the wisdom of a further period of 
testing and waiting.
